At 3:40 p. m. the convention made 


the temporary 
officers 
permanent 


without a dissenting vote. 


At 2:11 this afternoon ihe 
conven- 


tion accepted the offer of the World's 
Fair management for the 
delegates 


and alternates to visit the St. Louis 
esposition as guests of tht directors 
of the fair. 


At 2:13 i>. m. the. convention 
ad- 


journed until 12 o'clock noon on Wed- 
nesday. 


Tentative efforts were made by the 


New York delegation this morning to 
rush the program of the 
convention 


and complete all business by tomor- 
row night. Many of the delegates be- 
lieve that with th3 ticket settled in ad- 
vance, and with no situations to clear 
up, it is foolish to drag the conven- 
tion over two days. Governor Odell 
said: f'I understand that a proposition 
is on foot to clea? up the business of 
the convention by tomorrow 
night, 


but what will be done I cannot s.ny." 


"The question of an earlier adjourn- 


ment rests entirely within the discre- 
tion of the 
convention," 
Chairman 


Payne of the national committee said 
this morning. He further announced 
that a strong undercurrent of senti- 


ment was favorable to adjournment. 


Senator Foraker of Ohio, says he 


would aot be surprised if the business 
of the convention was concluded by 
tomorrow night. 


Former Governor Black of

artistic design by a writer in the La- 
dies' World, who says: A clever work- 
er might carry it out in line by using 
the ready prepared iron ribbon work, 
which may be found at shops dealing 
in materials for the so called Venetian 
iron work. 
The resulting grill will 


be lighter in effect, but it will be pleas- 
ing. 


The design may also be worked out 


in heavier iron by the establishments 
that do this sort of work, and there 
are quite a number in our great cities 
that make this their business. 


"Where a door or a window screen 


seems to be too high and narrow to 
present good proportions a grill set 
in at the top is an artistic recourse. A 
wrought iron grill, backed by rich or- 
ange silk, makes a very decorative 
feature and accomplishes the desired 
result 


Canning: Peas and String Bean*. 
"Select tender green peas, shell and 


place in pint or quart jars within an 
inch of the top and fill the jars with 
cold water. Let them stand an hour, 
then fill up those that have settled and 
seal air tight. vMake a frame of slats 
nailed together to fit the bottom of 
the wash boiler, set the jars on the 
frame and fill with cold water within 
two inches of the top of the jars. Boil 
for three hours after the water com- 
mences to boil, then take the jars out 
of the water and try each jar to see 
that it is perfectly air tight. Put away 
iu a cool, dark place," advises a corre- 
spondent in the Woman's Home Com- 
panion, in which the following is also 
given for canning string beans: "String 
the beans and cook until perfectly ten- 
der in enough water to cover them, 
adding hot water if needed. When half 
done, salt slightly. Use only good tin 
cans. Rinse out the cans with hot wa- 
ter, pack the beans closely in the cans 
while very hot. cover with the liquor 
and pour a "teaspoonfnl of hot vine- 
gar on top of each canful. 
Dry the 


edges of the can thoroughly and seal. 
Fill only one or two cans before seal- 
ing, as they must be sealed while hot."

The chief justice of N'ew York lias 


indulged in no florid eloquence on the 
subject of trusts, and has not faniili-aJT- 
ixeti the public \\ith extravagent ora- 
tory or denunciation. That has not 
been his uay. 
He has only spoken 


when it came within tbe line of duty. 
For instance, sitting us a justice in t'.i'. 
supreme court of N'ew York, in a case 
involving the legal status of the blue 
stone trust, Judge Parker met tbe ",>Iea 
ol counsel that the trust "had aimed 
at nothing unreasonable'1 by saying: 


The fact that it may be reasonable 


or unreasonable does 
not affect the 


rule, as I understand it. The question 
is not what they are able to accom- 
plish merely by 
way 
of increasing 


prices 
beyond what 
the purchaser 


ought to pay, bat the law assumes that 
any attempt by a combination of per- 
sons who get together to fix prices so 
that the community is compelled to 
pay more than they otherwise would 
pay is determental to trade and to the 
public interests. It :'s not a question 
of whether by iloir ? it they rtx the 
price unreasonably: it is whcthei tne> 
do it so as to compel the consumer to 
pay a larger price than lie woulu other- 
wise be compelled to pay.

At a recent meeting of the Biologica\ 


Bociety in Paris a woman of" tweuty- 


1 two years demonstrated to the sciea- 
tists present that she was possessed of 


', a remarkably developed sense of toueli 
; by means of which she could tell differ- 
jent colors blindfolded! The subject of 
the experiments was a healthy individ- 
ual, without any of the nervous symp- 
toms that so often go with remarkable 
gifts of this character. During the ex- 
periments her eyes were closed by a 
black cloth, and a physician kept his 
finger on her pulse to detect if there 
were any variations from the normal. 


The first tests were made with pa- 


pers on which different colors had been 
painted. 
Red, blue and yellow were 


easily recognized. Green was describ- 
ed, as blue and orange as red. 
White 


spaces on the paper were easily recog- 
nized. Red, blue and yellow were also 
recognized when painted pieces of pa- 
per were inclosed in glass tubes, so 
that the fingers did not come into im- 
mediate contact with. them. As a final 
test the subject read words painted on 
paper in colors, tracing the outlines 
of the letters with her fingers. 


The young woman does not begin the 


experiment directly she is blindfolded. 
She waits a few minutes until a gas- 
eous film forms before her eyes, as 
she expresses it. Then she knows she 
can feel the colors. Then as she rubs 
the ends of her fingers lightly over the 
object the color passes before her eyes 
and stays there as long as she main- 
tains contact. During the experiments 
the breathing and the circulation of the 
young woman remained perfectly nor- 
mal. 
The only changes noticed were 


slight muscular contractions in the 
forearm and, at the end of the seance, 
heat and moisture in the liands.—New 
York Times.

Hint* For Securing the Most Benefit 
I 
From a Seoebore Sojourn. 


The sojourn at the sea. sea bathing 


and the fresh salt air play an impor- 
tant part, from a hygienic point of 
view, for they are exceedingly effica- 
cious for certain ailments, and the sea- 
sou is not merely a time for distrac- 
tion and amusement. Of course the 
salt air does not suit every one, and it 
is well to be cautious in the selection of 
a summer locality. 


Medical opinion will quickly settle 


the point. 
It is wise to choose a 


maritime climate with a higher tem- 
perature than that of the place one 
lives in. Another rule is to wait a few 
days to grow accustomed lo liie an- 
before indulging in sea bathing. This 
especially applies to children and deli- 
cate individuals. 


The most favorable hours for the 


bath are between 10 and 11 in the 
morning or 5 o'clock in th» evening, 
according to the tide or the particular 
locality. 
Only in rare cases should 


very small children be bathed in the 
sea. 


It is well to go into the water direct- 


ly you have donned your bathing suit, 
wetting the head and feet thoroughly. 
Those who swim quickly get wiirm; 
the others must jump about. It is bet- 
ter to bathe in water just slightly agi- 
tated than to dive into whitecaps. In 
some places from five to ten minutes 
is long enough to remain ;n the water, 
though at others, where the water is 
warm, half an hour is not too long. 


Dress as quickly as possible, wiping 


the skin dry with a towel without rub- 
bing, so as to leave the beneficial in- 
gredients of the sea water on the skin. 
If one does not get warm quickly it is 
wise to drink something hot. Children 
especially should have a small cup of 
broth or hot milk to restore circula- 
tion. In the south two baths a day 
are not injurious. 
In a colder, more 


bracing climate one is sufficient. 


Hot sea water baths are very good 


in some cases and especially for weak 
constitutions preparatory to baths in 
the ocean. People with bad circulation 
can stand them when perhaps sea bath- 
ing is too powerful a tonic for their 
constitutions. 


For children a smooth sandy beach is 


the safest, with little incline, so that 
they can enjoy playing about. They 
should go to bed soon after sundown 
and have a good night's rest. It is wise 
to interest them in ''the common ob- 
jects of the seashore." so many wonder- 
ful and beautiful things are to be 
found by intelligent seekers. 
. Children are fond of making collec- 
tions of sea weeds and shells, and it is 
as well if parents are able to answer 
all their numerous questions concern- 
ing the treasure trove. It is impos- 
sible to exaggerate the benefits nor- 
mally derived by children and others 
from a summer at the sea., such 
healthy appetites, bright sun kissed 
faces, 
strong lungs and limbs are 


taken back to the city.

Sugar and Water Administered 


at Frequent intervals. 


A real "incubator baby," th eflrst 


case of its kind in this city, is attract- 
ing considerable attention, particu- 
larly among the medical fraternity of 
this city, says the iSaaesville signal. 
The babe was born lasL Tuesday to Mr. 
and Mrs. W. S. Ferry of West Main 
street. Since Wednesday morning it 
has lived in its incubator and accord- 
ing to the attending physician, it has 
good chances to survive. 


At the time of its birth che child 


was in a very frail condition, clue tp 
inanimation—a lack of vitality, which 
was so pronounced that Dr. Hanna de- 
cided that some unusual means must 
be adopted in order to save the babe. 
Accordingly last Tuesday an order for 
a baby incubator was dispatched to 
Cincinnati and it arrived Wednesday 
morr.ing. 


Into its life-stimulating cell, the 


mite of humanity was placed. At in- 
tervals sugar and water are given to 
it. Attachments for regulating 
the 


temperature as well as the supply of 
pure air, make the incubator conducive 
to keeping the vital spark in the tiny 
body. 


During the time prior to the arriv- 


al of the ircubator, 
the 
infam, 


was placed in a. box, lined with cotton 
and heated with hot water bottles, a 
temperature of from 90 to 9£ degrees 
being required. Thin served the pur- 
pose very well. Dr. Hanna •was in con- 
stant attendance and administered 
nourishment.

says it will be as healthy 
as oi-ier 


children.
